WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—In the man- 


ufacture of alcohol from corn cobs a,nd 
corn stalks, .at small cost, the depart- 
ment of agriculture is developing a new 
'industry that the department says is 
likely to be of- large commercial value. 
Investigations which the department is 
making at Hoopcston, III. have proved 
that large quantities of corn cobs which 
every year heretofore have gone to waste 
can _ be converted into alcohol in suffi- 
cient quantities to justify the erection 
of a distilling plant in connection with a 
corn cannery. 


The department of agriculture sent 


two chemists to Hoopeston to make ex- 
periments at a large cannery there. They 
have succeeded by simple methods of 
fermentation, in getting a. yield of elev.
